A federal judge who threatened Negro and white 
leaders alike with prison terms ordered “freedom rid- 
ers” Friday to halt their racial challenge in Alabama 


until further notice. 


In a series of sweeping decrees, 
U.S. Dist. Judge Frank M. John- 
son Jr., also put Montgomery po- 
lice and a former reserve police- 
man under stern injunctions 
against bus violence, with indefi- 
nite prison sentences as the pen- 
alty for violation. 


STILL IN EFFECT 


He also left in effect, until 
further court action, a restrain- 
ing order issued earlier prohibit- 
ing the Ku Klux Klan and three 
individuals from any future vio- 
lence against freedom riders or 
any other interstate bus passen- 
gers. 


Although he put the blame for 
the recent race rioting in Mont- 
gomery and elsewhere in Ala- 
bama squarely on the Klan — and 
charged police with “willful fail- 
ure” to prevent violence, Johnson 
was critical of Negro leaders and 
‘freedom rider’ organizations, 
too. 


He said the segregation - chal- 
lenging bus trips through Ala- 
bama ‘“‘are directly causing an 
undue burden and restraint upon 
interstate commerce.” 


A few hours before the judge 
ruled, a Trailways bus left Mont- 
gomery with half a dozen ‘‘free- 
dom riders” for Jackson, Miss. 
On arrival in Jackson three white 
persons in the group went to the 
Negro waiting room, the first 
time white persons have sought 
to integrate the Negro waiting 
room. ag. 


Three Negroes went directly to 
the white waiting room. Police 
arrested all six. 


CHARGES AGITATION 


Denouncing the freedom rides 
as “agitation’’ and “‘nonbonafide 
interstate trips,” Johnson de-

Taking part in the discussions 
were the Rev. Martin Luther King 
Jr., and the Rev. Wyatt Tee Wal- 
ker, both of whom are’ specifical- 
ly named in the restraining order, 
attorneys, and _ representatives 
of the Negro student movement. 


No decision was announced 
after the meeting, but it was un- 
derstood the group was talking 
about an appeal of the order to 
the U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals. 


King himself declined to com- 
tment specifically on the part of 
the order naming himself, Walker 
and three Alabama Negro minis- 
ters active in the “freedom 
rides.” 

But he did say that he thought 
the no-violence order of the judge 
would not halt the rides. 


And he noted that the non-vio- 
lem philosophy which he espouses 
embraces a willingness to go to 
jail for the cause of integration. 


“I think we have revealed 
through many experiences that we 
have no fear of going to jail 
and staying to serve time when 
necessary,” King declared. 


“We have transformed jails 
and prisons from dungeons of 
shame to havens of freedom and 
justice,”” he added. 


King went to jail here during 
the lunchcounter sit-ins last fall. 
The charge later was dropped, 
but as a result of his activity, his 
probation on a charge of driving 
without a license was rev 
and he spent several days at 
Reidsville. 

His imprisonment became an 
issue in the presidential race 
after Democratic candidate John 
Kennedy telephoned Mrs. King.

DETROIT — The Tractors for 
Freedom Committee cabled Pre- 
mier Fidel Castro of Cuba Friday 
that it was ready to send him the 
500 tractors he had demanded in 
exchange for 1,214 prisoners cap- 
tured during the ill-fated invasion 
of the island. 


The committee gave Castro un- 


dent of the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity; Walter P. Ruther, head 


of the United Auto Workers, and- 


Joseph M. Dodge, a Detroit bank. 
er and former director of the 


budget. 


The committee said it had re- 
ceived 25,000 contributions but had 
not apened the envelopes in which 
they came pending the Cuban 
Premier’s acceptance of the offer. 


“These tractors are already in 
inventory,”’ the message to Castro 
stated. “‘We are prepared to ship 
100 tractors to Cuba within the two 
weeks following your acceptance 
of our proposal.” 


The committee said it would 
ship additional tractors in_lots of 
100 until the total of 500 had been 
delivered. 

The committee asked that one- 
fifth of the prisoners be released 
on receipt of each shipment of 100 
tractors. 


Following a meeting with five 
agricultural engineering experts, 
members ofthe group proposed 
to Castro that he accept 50 heavy 

tractors with land-clear- 
ing equipment. These would range 
in size from 8,940 pounds to 18,000 
pounds. 


The Cuban Premier had de- 
manded that all 500 machines be 
-30-ton treaded models costing $40,- 
000 each with attachments. 


The remaining 450 tractors 
would be four types of smaller, 
general-purpose wheeled vehicles.

RIGHTS LEVERS 


The committee currently is

Rep. W. E. Miller's Hand Raised by Retiring Chairman Thruston Morton 


Miller Replaces 
Morton tor GOP 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Republicans Friday chose 
as their national chairman for the 1962 elections Rep. 
William E. Miller of New York, a fast-talking political 
warrior who loves to battle the Democrats. 


The Republican National Com- 
mittee unanimously elected Miller 
to succeed Sen. Thruston B. Mor- 
ton of Kentucky, who stepped 
down to devote more time to his 
own re-election campaign next 
year. 


The election of Miller, who has 
been involved in a number of con- 
troversies during his 11 years in 
Congress, foreshadowed an espe- 
cially vigorous 1962 congressional 
election campaign. He is a cam- 
paigner of the rock-’em, sock-’em 
school. 


Miller lost no time in teeing off 
on President Kennedy and his ad- 
ministration. In his acceptance 
speech he said that “if we had 
a parliamentary form of govern- 
ment there would be a resounding 
vote of no confidence in the Ken- 
nedy administration.’ 


“The American people now 
know there is one hell of a dif- 
ference between a sense of his- 
trionics and a sense of history,”’ 
he said. 


NOMINATED BY MITCHELL 


Miller was nominated for the 
chairmanship by Albert K. Mitch- 
ell of New Mexico. Seconding 
speeches were made by Rep. Jes- 
sical Weis, New York; James C. 
Wood, Arizona; Joseph Martin 
Jr., California; Rep. Howard 
Baker, Tennessee, and Rep. Clar- 
ence J. Brown,’ Ohio. 


Brown told the committee that 
Ohio had wanted to nominate its 
state chairman, Ray C. Bliss, for 
the post. But he said Bliss took 
himself out and urged support for 
Miller. 


During the 1960 election, Miller 
served as chairman of the GOP 
Congressional Campaign Commit- 
tee. He will step down from that 
post next Wednesday. He men- 
tioned Reps. Robert Wilson of Cal- 
ifornia and John Rhodes of Ari- 
zona as possible successors. 


At a news conference after his 
election, Miller said Republicans 
should speak up on foreign pol- 
icy issues while programs are be- 
ing formed. Once a decision is 
made, he said, all Americans 
should support the President. 


PREDICTS HOUSE CONTROL 


Miller predicted the GOP would 
win control of the House next 
year. He made no such claim for 
the Senate but said the party had 
a reasonable chance of unseating 


Democrats in Colorado, Idaho, 
Massachusetts, Oregon and Mis- 
souri. 


GOP treasurer Spencer T. Olin 
reported to the committee that 
the party’s debt of $1,117,000 after 
last November’s election had been 
reduced to $720,000 as of May 30. 


It should have been slashed con- 


siderably further after Thursday 
night when some 6,000 Republi- 
cans turned out at a $100-a-plate 
dinner to hear former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower blast the 
Democrats on the domestic front 
and imply criticism on foreign af- 
fairs. 


In proposing Miller for the GOP 
chairmanship, several committee 
members cited his record last 
year on behalf of Republican con- 
gressional candidates. With Miller 
as campaign chairman, the Re- 
publicans picked up 20 House 
seats even though they lost the 
White House.

Upon Americans in These Years--- 


Our leading editorial is written today 
by John F. Kennedy. Following is the ex- 
temperaneous reply the President gave, 
before leaving for Vienna, when he was 
asked,—“If you were in Khrushchev’s 
place, what would you do?” 

“If I were—I suppose if I were in 
Mr. Khrushchev’s place, it would be be- 
cause I was Mr. Khrushe 
his life, and therefore I would look ‘at 
the West and I would see a good deal of 
reports of disagreement. 

“I would see where all Western lead- 
ers may not agree on every issue. 

“I would see where distinguished 
American correspondents, who speak with 
great influence, take a different view on 
what actions the United States should take. 

“I would see Mr. Kennedy under 
critical attack by many of his fellow coun- 
trymen, as well as those who live across 
the ocean. 

“I would look at my own country, 
where everything on the surface is se- 
rene, where nobody criticizes or opposes, 
and everyone is united behind me. And 
therefore I would draw a conclusion that 
the time of history was moving with me. 

“If I were Mr. Khrushchev, however, 
and had spent some time in the West, I 
would take a somewhat different view of 
the tide of history.

‘No Violence’ Ruling 
Leaves It to Courts 


Federal Judge Frank M. Johnson Jr.'s 
strong “no violence” orders in Montgom- 
ery yesterday included just about every- 
body. — 

In his stern warning enjoining Mont- 
gomery police to protect “freedom riders” 
from mob violence and in continuing an 
order against two Ku Klux Klan groups 
and their leaders, the judge confirmed 
charges that police did not make the nec- 


essary effort to prevent violence and his_ 


belief that the Klan promoted it. 

The temporary 
against sponsors of freedom rider groups 
probably will be appealed. Obviously the 
judge based his injunction on the fact that 
these tactics of nonviolence had produced 
the opposite. The temporary order should 
have a calming effect while giving the 
law a chance to run its course. Restraint 
is the better way to permit orderly ad- 
justment. 

On one aspect all sensible persons can 
agree. Mob action as a substitute for law 
and order cannot be condoned. American 
citizens will be protected from violence. 
The courts will be respected as the final 
arbiters of basic law.

Kennedy and De Gaulle’s dif- 
ferences are great. Each is 
trapped in a series of contradic- 
tions. Kennedy talked about 
France as the “full and equal 
partner in the great alliance,” 
but of course it is neither as 
full nor as equal as Britain in 
the sharing of U.S. atomic infor- 
mation, which makes De Gaulle 
say some things in private he 
doesn’t say in public. 

De Gaulle himself is a bundle 


-of -contradictions.._He wants the 


unity and equality of France and 
Germany, and the unity of the 
NATO Alliance, but he wants to 
speak for Europe on non-Euro- 
pean affairs, excluding Germany 
and the rest of NATO, who nat- 
urally are not overjoyed by this 
presumption. 

This makes it difficult for the 
two presidents, when they move 
from the realm of television gen- 
eralities to the hard realities of 
political facts and military de- 
fense, to agree on what to do. 

It is not hard for De Gaulle to 
agree that the United States 
should defend Berlin or to warn 
Khrushchev that the West in- 
tends to do so, but he is not 
willing to allow American nuclear 
weapons on his soil— which would 
impress Khrushchev more than 
rhetoric—and Kennedy likewise is 
not prepared to give up American 
control of its nuclear wéapons, 


which is the only basis on which 
De- Gaulle will permit the nuclear 
weapons in France. 


These are not wilful or capri- 
cious differences. De Gaulle, who 
is not overwhelmed with admira- 
tion for American leadership in 
world affairs, is not prepared to 
risk the safety of France to the 
atomic decisions of America; and 
America, which is. not very im- 
pressed with the stability of 
French politics, is not ready to 


add-France’s finger te the trigger — 


of the atomic bomb. 


The difference between the two 
is that De Gaulle does have the 
power to make the political and 
military concessions Kennedy 
wants while Kennedy does not 
have the power to make the con- 
cessions De Gaulle wants. 


When Kennedy asks him a 
question, it is not the living De 
Gaulle but the historic De Gaulle 
who answers. Each statement, 
each act is formulated in his 
mind in terms of what history 
will think about what he says and 
does. He is thinking, not about 
Kennedy, but about yon chalky 
pedagogue 20 years from now 
who writes the history of this 
particular incident in these con- 
vulsive times.

The Negro bishop was 
considered by many of his devot- 
qa followers to be divine. 


Attar Grace died, the revenue 
service said he owed $4,459,924.25 
in unpaid income taxes and-pen- 


alties from 1945 through 1956.

WHAT NUSTIFICATION 


How do the churches justify 
supporting disobedience to state 
laws? 


It’s an ancient concept, even 
predating Christianity: An early 
dramatic example was the Greek, 
Socrates, who refused a chance 
to flee and chose to drink the 
deadly hemlock rather than yield 
to civil authority. 


Generally, Christianity has in- 
sisted on obedience to government 
laws, in line with St. Paul’s ad- 
monition that duly constituted au- 
thority is ‘‘ordained of God,’’ and 
that people should be subject to 
their rulers. 


Jesus also said: “Render unto 
Caesar the things that are Cae-

But there is another aspect. Je- 
us forewarned his followers that 
they would be arrested, impris- 
oned and punished by civil author- 
ities, and He said: ‘Blessed are 
they which are persecuted for 
righteousness sake.” 
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Many Major Churches Back Defiance 
Of Segregation Statutes in the South 


He himelf defied certain Sab- 
bath a and also flouted the 
custom of segregation from Sa- 

-\His. crucifixion was a 
form of punishment the Romans 
reserved for slaves and insurrec- 
tionists. His apostles later were 
repeatedly jailed for spurning 
government edicts to keep silent. 

“We ought to obey God rather 
than men,” they said. 


For three centuries afterward, 
thousands of Christians were mar- 


tyred for refusing to sacrifice to 


idols under Roman law. Many 


| sainted scholars taught that laws 


contrary to divine law ought not 
to be heeded. 


However, Christianity insists 
that such disobedience must be 
based only on a “higher principle 
than the law represents.” Num- 
erous church bodies have conclud- 
ed that this is the case with vari- 
ous racial restrictions. 


OPEN OPPOSITION 


They point out that some pro- 
segregation organizations have 
advocated similar defiance of fed- 
eral integration laws. The church 
groups also note that the disobed- 
ience movement is not hidden or 
clandestine, such as the defiance 
of past’ prohibition laws, but is 
open and above board, and the 
participants realize they must 
take the consequences. 


Church bodies also have 
stressed that they approve only 
passive, or peaceful, resistance. 
The Hindu, Gandhi, called this 
“satyagraha’’—the truth force.

NEW YORK (#—Carry Back picked up a speedy playmate 
named Globemaster Friday, but remained a heavy favorite to win 
the $125,000-added Belmont Stakes and become the ninth horse 
to sweep the triple crown series for 3-year-olds. 


With the Kentucky Derby and Preakness already locked in the 
vault, Carry Back is, expected to be an odds-on choice at around 
4 to 5 in the mile and one-half final jewel of the triple Saturday 
afternoon at Belmont Park. 


However, owners and trainers of six of his eight rivals 
apparently need some more convincing. The six have been 
chasing Carry Back without success from Kentucky to Mary- 
land. and now New York, and the Belmont stacks up as one of 
the best in many years. 


Carry Back, owned by Mrs. Katherine Price of Miami and 
trained by her husband, Jack, rallied from ifth place te win 
the Derby May 6 in Louisville. Fifteen started in the Derby. 
Then on May 20 in. Baltimore he threw another scare into his 
backers by charging up from next to last in a nine-horse field 
te grab the Preakness.

Meet the Test 


Ot Comparison?

A Decatur housewife can't wait to compare her roses with 
Persian varieties. 


She is Mrs. Raymond Cook, who will set up housekeeping in 
Shiraz, Iran, late this summer. 


The trim, lively young mother and her husband, Dr. Cook, 
associate professor of English at Georgia State College, and 
daughter Katrina, age 3, will live for a year in the large Iranian 
city near the Persian Gulf. 


“They are famous for their rose gardens—and orange or- 
chards,” exclaims the excited professor’s wife. As a gardener her- 


self, she is eager to compare horticultural notes with Iranian 
women. 


WON’T BE EASY 


“It won’t be easy,”’ teases Dr. Cook. He will teach American 
literature to Iranian students of the University of Shiraz, as Geor- 
gia State’s first Fulbright scholar. 


The Cooks aim to learn the language, the Iranian tongue, 
Farsi. But the language records won’t arrive until July, giving 
the couple just a month to cram before they leave in late August.. 


“We'll just smile, until we learn to talk,” explains practical 
Mrs. Cook. 


She doesn’t consider herself courageous or adventurous for 
tackling the Middle Eastern move. 


 “Tt’s not as though we wefe going into wild country,” she 
reminds. 


PRIMITIVE LODGINGS 


However, the Cooks may land in primitive lodgings. They 
hope to get a modern apartment vacated by returning Americans. 
But if they move into a Persian apartment it may have stone 
floors, a stone stove and other inconveniences. 


“It’s easy to laugh about them here where we're comfort- 
able,’’ admits pretty Mrs. Cook. 


Her chief worry is daughter Katrina. She has written ‘‘dozens 
of letters’ to Iranian contacts questioning medicines, hospital 
facilities and such. 


She has been reassured there is a good hospital in Shiraz. 


Now her problem is what family medicines, soaps and ne 
cessities to ship or take in their slim airline luggage. 


“We're shipping about 20 boxes ahead,’”’ Mrs. Cook says. But 
these are full of books—American literary classics. 


And in their air flight luggage—about 40 pounds each—the 
Cooks must take a year’s supply of clothing. 


Tney are serious about wanting to represent America well 
and wanting to “‘live like the natives as much as possible.” 


*‘We don’t intend to sectuae ourselves in an American colony,” 
Dr. Cook stresses.
